On Fly Control 


Albany Health Department has 
placed free booklets on fly con- 
tro] at the schools and the Albany 
Library. 

Flies are going to get more 
persistent as winter approaches 
since they must find shelter now 
or die, stated Harold, Van Coops, 
deputy health officer. They spend 
the winter as adults in protected 
spots or as pupae in the soil. 
Pupae are inconspicuous bean- 
shaped cocoons from which the 
adult flies will emerge when con- 
ditions are right. 

Flies are incriminated in the 
spread of most of our so-called 
filth diseases. Their filthy hab- 
its make them carriers of intes- 
tinal diseases such as Salmonella 
and typhoid fever, infections of 
wounds, and investations of food 
and even wounds by the maggots 
Q(arvae of flies) themselves, 

Hot weather is most productive 
of flies, stated Van Coops. Any 
food left sticking to the bottoms 
of garbage cans when cans are 
emptied will allow a hatch of fly 
eggs, Drain and wrap all gar- 
bage, or better yet, put it in 
plastic can-liners,
